on  November  6,  2009,  in  New  York. 

Portugal  is  confident  that  this  further  expression  of  support 
for  U.S.  candidates  will  further  reinforce  the  good 
bilateral  relationship  between  the  two  countries.  In  this 
regard,  the  MFA  notes  Portugal's  candidature  to  the  UN 
Security  Council  (2011-2012)  for  which  we  hope  to  count  on 
the  valuable  support  of  the  United  States  of  America.
